No w, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (2) of section 14 of the Explosi ves Act. 1884 (4 
or 1884), the Central Government hereby exempts Mis. Mitchell Drilling International Pty. Limited, Gurgaon from the 
provisions of sub-rule ( 2 ) of rule 31 of the said rules, for import of die following explosives, the item and quantities of which 
are speed led m the 1 able below, by air from M/s. Owen Oil Tools Inc., 12001, County Road 1000, Godley, TX 76044. United
